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ment; secondly, the  need, among  warriors  who  covered  their  heads 

and  todies  with  armor, for  identifying  marks  easily  recognizable 
in  the  press  of  battle; and  thirdly, the  need, in  an  age  when  few 
could  write  and  personal  seals  served  instead  of  signatures  on 
official  or  private  papers, for  seals  .of  clearly  identifiable 
designs .Heraldry  was  the  answer  to  these  requirements  of  the 
times, and  with  remarkable  swiftness  it  came  into  general  use* 
Prom  the  beginning  of  the  thirteenth  century  princes, nobles, 
knights  and  gentry  adopted  the  custom  and  proudly  displayed 
their  arms  in  architectural  and  household  dec  orations , in  j ew- 
elry.and  in  embroidery  as  well  as  on  their  paraphernalia  of 
war. Prom  the  practise  of  embroidering  the  family  devise  on  the 
sure  oat, worn  over  the  coat  of  mail, comes  the  expression  COAT 
OP  ARMS. 

In  the  earliest  days  of  heraldry  arms  were  chosen  by  the 
bearer  to  suit  his  fancy, Crosses  in  many  forms  were  adopted 
in  some  instances  perhaps  to  commemorate  service  in  the  cru¬ 
sades  ,but  more  often  merely  as  the  symbol  of  Christianity* 

Broad  hori zontal .vertical , or  slanting  stripes  of  vivid  colors 
across  the  shield  were  chosen  as  being  simple  to  emblazon  and 
easily  recognizable .Beasts, dragons .birds, fishes, the  heavenly 
bodies, trees, fruits, plants, and  objects  familair  to  every  day 
life  of  the  Middle  Ages  were  adopted  as  charge 3 .Lions , eagle s , 
and  foxes .represented  the  virtues  which  the  medieval  mind 
attributed  to  these  creatures .were  frequently  employed. In  many 
instances  the  charge  was  chosen  as  a  pun  on  the  be aror 
name., as  Salle  of  Bedfordshire  ,two  “SALamanders  SAltirwise; 
Appleby, three  apples. Brake spe are , a  broken  spear ;Hash, sprigs 
of  ashjand  roe  a  roebuck. 

As  coats  of  arms 'became  more  numerous , confusion  resulted 
from  the  unrestrained  adoption  or  alteration  of  arms  an?  from 
the  practise  by  feudal  lords  of  allowing  favorite  followers 
to  use  their  bearings, In  the  early  part  of  the  fifteenth 
century  a  proclamation  of  Henry  V  prohibited  thereafter  in 
England  the  assumption  of  arms  except  by  vittue  of  inheritance 
or  a  grant  from  the  crown. 

The  Complete  Coat  of  Arms. 

The  complete  composition  of  a  coat  of  arms  includes  the 
shield  of  arms, the  helmet, the  crest, the  wreath, the  mantling, 
and  the  motto. The  shield  on  which  is  displayed  the  ^morial 
device, is  the  most  .important  part  of  the  composition. 

It  represents  the  old  knightly  shield  and  may  vary  in  shape 
according  to  the  t  stes  of  the  artist. The  helmet , derived  like 
the  shield  from  the  defensive  armor  of  the  knight, is  placed 
above  the  shield.lt  may  be  used  even  though  the  coat  of  arras 
includes  no  crest, The  ere st .principal  accessory  of  the  shield 
of  arms , surmounts  the  helmet. Like  the  shield  and  helmet, it 
has  its  origin  in  the  accoutrement  of  the  knight, who  wore  bnehis 
helmet, as  a  special  mark  of  distinction  ,an  ornament  of  painted 
wood, metal  or  leather.

The  Dutch  had  previously  settled  in  lieu  York, and  did  not 
welcome  these  Swiss  and  Germans  refuge 03,co  those  refugees 
moved  south  into  Pcnhsylvsniagrhcre  filliam  Penn,  vith° 
his  kindly  sympathies  nnd  freedom  of  conscience,  /plcomcd 
thorn  and  many  of  them  adopted  Ponnsylv  mi  a  as  their  future 
hone  • 

I'rny  of  these  refugees  also  vent  farther  south  into  Virgi¬ 
nia  an  »■ Forth  Carolina, especially  to  the  frrtl lc  v  llcys 
near  the  mountains , ’There  they  fhrirr  no  :loub£  felt  vorv 
much  at  homo. 

Thus  ruropean  Continent  lost  thousands  of  their  best  and 
thriftiest  ci ti zone, skilled  mechanics  and  tradesmen  s»,nd 
.'nglnnd  and  the  Ke  w  orld  gained  thereby. 

But  the  immigration  from  Germany .gvitzer land, Franco 
and  Holland  became  so  great  .genuine  alarm  v.as’fe It  for 
nerpotuity  of  the  province  as  a  colony  of  Great 
Uritian.  at?  a  result  ,17127 .passed  a  lav  requiring  the 
master  of  every  vessel  bri  nging  immigrants  to  the  colony 
to  furnish  lists  of  all  mule  passengers  over  16  years  of 
age, their  occupation, from  whence  they  c.  me, and  their  purooso 
in  coining  here, All  such  immigrants  were  required  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  King  of  Fnglan*.

"Theso  immigrants  mint  have  boon  arriving  in  alarming  num¬ 
bers,  for  we  also  find  that  at  a  mooting  of  tho  provincial 
Council  hold  in  Philadelphia  on  September  17,1777,  the  bon, 
William  Heith, then  Lieutenant-Governor  of  tho  province, 
took  occasion  to  observe  to  tho  board  "that  groat  numbers 
of  foreigners  Irom  Germany  having  lately  been  imported  into 
this  province  daily  dispersed  themselves  immediately  after 
landing.  , without  producing  ary'  certificates  from  whence 
thoy  came  or  what  they  were, and  as  they  soon  to  h  ve  first 
landed  in  Britian  and  -  afterwards  to  hu.vo  left  it  without 
any  licence  from  the  Government  or  so  much  as  their  know¬ 
ledge,  no,  in  the  came  manner  they  behave  here  without  mak¬ 
ing  the  least! application  to  hfcmsclf  or  to  viiy  of  tho 
magistrates  ;that  as  this  practice  might  be  a  very  danger¬ 
ous  consequence .since  by  the  same  method  any  number  of 
foreigners  from  any  n  tion  whet over  as  well  on  onomies  as 
friends , might  throw  themselves  upon  us. 

The  Government  thoreforo  thought  it  requisite  that  this 
matter  should  be  considered  by  the  board, and  accordingly 
it  imn  considered  and  f tie  ordered  thereupon, th a t  all  tho 
masters  of  vessels  who  have  , lately  imported  any  of  those 
foreigners  be  summoned  to  appear  at  this  board, to  render 
an  account  of  thn  number  and  character  of  their  p  wsengors 
respectively  from  Britian. 

That  all  those  who  arc  already  landed  bo  required  by  a 
pr o cl  imat ion  to  be  issued  for  that  purpose, to  repair  within 
tiro  spa  ce/ of  ono  month  to  somo  na  gietrato , particularly,  to 
the  rocordor  of  this  city, to  t.ike  such  oaths  appointed  by 
/law  as  are  necessary  to  give  assurances  of  their  being  troll 
affected  to  hin  ib.jnsty  and  his  government.

On  October  1G  or  17,1732  the  "ftilliam  and  Mary" of  Sunder¬ 
land  .Constable  Tempert on.rnus ter , from  Hottordsm  .arrived  at 
Philadelphia, carrying  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  passengers 
of  whom  sixty-two  wore  men  and  youths  abovo  the  age  of  six¬ 
teen  years  , who  took  tho  required  oath  of  allegiance  on  Oct- 
obor  17th  ,1732 

In  this  ship  list  was  the  name  of  George  and  Barbara 
Albright .with  their  sons  Antoni .Hans  and  Peter,  ?he  two 
latter  of  whom  were  children. 

George  Albright  and.  his  family  first  settled  in  Philad¬ 
elphia,  where  they  remained  for  about  eight  years.

Having  lived  more  than  tho  prescribed  seven  years  in  the 
colony, and  having  recoived  the  Sacrament  of  tho  Lord's  supper 
on  the  3rd  of  August  ,in  preparation  for  it, on  Soptembcr  26 
or  27, 1740, at  the  sotting  of  the  Supremo  Court  held  in  _hil- 
adolphi a, George  Albright, in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Parliament 
passed  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Goorge.took 
the  oath  and  mado  the  declaration  by  which  he  benjoine  a  citizen 
and  subject  of  Great  Britian.v/ith  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  such. 

About  1744  tho  family  left  Philadelphia  for  the  country 
west  of  tho  Susquehanna  Liver, which  was  then  in  Lancaster 
County, but  now  forms  part  of  York. 

Here  they  settled  upon  a  tract  of  1.  nd  of  two  hundred  acres 
for  which  George  Albright  had  received  a  proprietary  warrant 
dated  Philadelphia  September  24th  ,1739.

>  His  son  Anthony  had  preceded  him  to  this  locality  by 
sovoral  years  .and  occupied  land  for  which  he  had  received  a 
warrant  bearing  the  same  date  a3  did  that  of  his  father^. 

It  was  probably  tho  settlomen£  of  the  son  which  induced 
tho  father, alroady  advanced  in  years , to  move  to  what  was  then 
a  wildorness. 

Hither  George  Albright  brought  with  him  considerable  nonoy 
from  tho  fatherland, or  ho  had  boon  successfully  employed  in 
Philadelphia , for  at  the  time  of  leaving  that  city  ho  was  tho 
possessor  of  about  one  thousand  acres  of  land  in  difforent 
tracts, part  of  which  had  been  improved. 

lie  was  one  of  tho  signers  of  the  petition  of  the  first 
publio  highway  running  southward  to  the  town  of  York, which 
was  long  known  as  "Uewborry  Road". It  crossed  tho  to\mship  of 
Hewburry  and  Manchester  to  York.Yho  petition  was  datod  Doo- 
ernbor  10,1743.

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In  1752  ,his  second  wife  ,Elizabe th, having  died, and  his  child¬ 
ren  being  scattered  .George  Albright  rna.de  an  arrangement  with 
Bonjamin  Swope, at  vtfioso  tavern  in  Yorktown  he  had  been  resi¬ 
ding^  ,by  which  he  should  be  free  from  want  and  fron  the  care 
of  his  property, according  to  the  agreement;

Another  deed  dated  Feb  5,1753  between  George  Albright  of 
the  County  of  York  and  Province  of  Pennsylvania, yeoman,  of 
.  tho  first  part  and  Benjamin  Swope  of  the  samo  placo .Innholder , 
of  the  second  part  "relaased  and  discharged  Benjamin  Swopo 
his  heirs  and  assigns  from  the  performance  of  the  duties  and 
conditions  set  out  at  length  in  the  deod  datod  July, 3, 1752 
the  considerations  for  this  release  being  five  pounds. 
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Records  of  tho  deeds  in  York  County  conveyed  only  part  of  the 
George  Alh right  property  to  Swope  for  shortly  after  tho  rev¬ 
oking  of  the  agreement  "by  a  Deed  dated  Roc. 3. 1755 , he  sold  to 
Henry  Hopple ,merchan£  of  Philadelphia  ,the  tract  of  200  acres 
in  York  County, for  which  ho  hold  a  proprietary  warrant  dated 
September  24,1739.

"Wagoning  to  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  became  a  great  bus¬ 
iness  taking  to  these  markets  the  supplies  of  grain, distilled 
liquor s, e tc , and  returning  with  goods  and  merchandise  for  loual 
merchants, or  to  be  hauled  to  to'.vns  farther  north  or  west  , 

Host  of  the  hauling  wa3  dono  in  the  winter  ,when  the  horses 
wore  hot  needed  on  the  farm, The  famous  "Conostago  wagons” 
woro  used, and  many  teamsters  made  ity{  a  business , year  after 
year, to  follow  wagoning  from  Philadelphia  to  Baltimore  and  to 
Pittsburg. Four , six, ahd  eight  horse  toams  were  common  ;some  of 
the  animals  wore  furnished  vith  bells  , fitted  so  as  to  form  an 
arch  ovor  the  collar? the  largo  wheel  ftorse  carried  the  large 
brass  bells, and  the  other  animals-  had  bells  producing  different 
notes  , selected  to  harmonize  or  chime* 

The  wagons  were  masterpieces  of  workmanship , with  the  wheels 
painted  rod  and  the  body  blue .The  wagoping  business  caused  taverns 
to  spring  up  without  number  along  the  leading  thoroughfares. 

To  men  who  followed  this  wagoning  ,the  railroads  was  an 
innovation  and  an  unwelcome  improvement  , 

The  following  song  , which  many  persons  yet  remember  having  heard 
will  illustrate  the  teamsters  opinion  of  the  new  invention;

"Philadelphia  was  the  nearest  placo  to  market”  to  which 
the  first  settlers .until  about  1770  conveyed  most  of  thoir  sur¬ 
plus  grain, For  moro  than  a  century  of  our  early  history  that 
city  was  thG  metropolis  of  America, and  the  most  important  empo¬ 
rium  for  tho  exportation  of  wheat  .rater  tho  tondoncy  of  the 
York  County  farmers  was  to  market  in  Baltimore .until  York  Haven 
in  1811, became  a  great  wheat  emporium  on  account  of  the  merchant 
mills  there*

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Since  1830  York  has  "been  the  great  center  for  the  sale  and 
purchase  of  grain; Hanover  second  in  importance.”  (Reference 
History  of  York  and  York  Gounty tpa.Pago  551, by  Jno  Gibson) 
and  from  page  321  of  the  same  hook  wo  copy  the  following;

’’Pack  horse  travol  was  very  common  in  early  days  of  York 
County, Foe  nearly  half  a  century  after  forst  settlements  were 
made  .much  of  the  transporting  of  goods  was  done  by  means  of 
pack  horses, 

Hugh  sacks .walletl®.  and  baskets  or  panniers  were  constructed 
for  such  purposes. In  this  way  produco  was  taken  to  Lancaster, 
York, Baltimore  and  Philadelphia. Horsemen  would  be  seen  almost 
surroundod  with  poultry, flax, butter, pork  etc.;even  live  calves 
and  sheep  were  thus  ’’taken  to  market” .Liuc&  of  the  merchandise 
was  transported  in  the  same  manner.. In  old  record  says  as  many 
as  500  pack  horses  were  at  one  timo  in  Carlisle, and  possibly  no 
nearly  the  same  number  in  York, at  a  very  early  day, all  on  their 
way  westward  or  southward. 

Some  of  them  carried”bars  of  iron”crooked  over  and  around 
their  bodies  ,barrolls  or  kegs  wero  hung  on  either  side  of  these. 

Pack  horses  were  generally  led  in  divisions  of  tens  to  fif¬ 
teen  horses  ,each  horse  carrying  about  200  pounds  weight .going 
single  file  and  managed  by  two  men, one  going  before  the  leader 
and  the  other  to  the  rear  of  the  last  horse. 

Peck  horses  generally  had  bolls  on  them, which  were  kept  from 
jingling  during  the  day  time, and  were  put  on  them  at  night 
while  at  pasture. 

Wagons  came  into  use  very  early  in  Southern  Pennsylvania, 

Of  course  they  had  been  in  use  for  centuries  in  Eurppe,but  they 
wero  too  expensive  to  transport.  It  will  bo  noticod  in  an 
article  to  follow  this  .that  wagon  roads  were  open  in  York 
County  a3  oarly  as  1745.  .  ,  /  .  \ 

Sleds  wero  put  into  prominent  use  during  the  winter  months; 
hundreds  of  them  came  to  York  at  one  time  as  early  as  1760. 

There  was  much  opposition  to  the  opening  of.  wagon  roads  by 
owners  of  pack  horses. AS  an  evidence  .howevor , that  wagons  were 
abundant  in  York  County  very  early  from  official  records  it  is 
known  that  in  1755  Benjamin  Franklin, then  Post  Llastor  General 
of  Pennsylvania  obtained  150  wagons ,250  pack  horses  in  York, 
Lanoastor  and  Cumberland  Counties  for  Braddock’ s  expedition  to 
Fort  Duquesne .now  Pittsburg. 

Many  of  the  first  wagons  made  by  our  forefathers .wore  entirely 
of  wood;the  wheels  formed  by  sawing  the  trunks  of  hugh  gum, 
hickory  or  white  oak  trees.”  .  ,

Philip  Albright  Small  and  Samuel  Small, of  York  Pa. were  interested 
in  ore  mines  and  iron  f oundrios ,Thoy  owned  land, containing  iron 
ore  in  lower  Pennsylvania  and  north  rn  Maryland, including  the 
Sarah  Ann  Furnace, located  near  Bolair, Harford  County, Maryland, 
and  probably  owned  ano  operated  the’  LaG  range  Iron  ■■.•orko  in 
Harford  County, 

Tho  following  is  copied  from  Scharf’s  History  of  Baltimore 
and  Baltimore  County. Maryland.  Pago  872; 

”  ;tHITE  HAIL — From  this  station  was  formerly  shipped  all  the 
pig  iron  producod  at  the  laGrange  \7orks  15  miles  distant  in 
Harford  County, tho  iron  boing  hauled  to  the  railroad  in  wagons,”

1835  Christopher  Greiger  built  the  first  iron  furnace  at  Ashland 
Baltimore  County  Maryland, along  the  Northern  Central  Railroad, 
now  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad, and  leased  the  original  ore  mine 
at  Oregon  1 th  Didtrict  Baltimore  bounty  Maryland, from  Mi3s

The  ore  was  mined  hore  and  shipped  or  transported  to  tho  furnace 
at  Ashland, a  distanoo  of  about  2^  miles, by  largo  v;agons  drawn 
by  six  horses  or  mules,

Agter  operating  tho  Ashland  furnace  on  Oregon  ore, for  a  few 
years  Greiger  sold  all  the  business  to  Philip  Albright  Small  and 
Samuel  Small  of  York, Pa, and  Joseph  W,and  Edward  Patterson  of 
Baltimore , Maryland,  and  was  operated  under  tho  firm  name  of 
letters on, Small  &  Company. 

1849  Richard  Green  of  Harford  County, Md,lo ased  part  of  the. 
Oregon  farm  from  Miss  Owings , opened  ore  banks, built  large  furnace 
nearby  and  bogan  mining  and  smelting. 

Difficulties  arose  between  the  competing  parties  as  to  priority 
rights  of  their  ore  leases  .which  led  to  armed  resistence  and 
pitched  battles .after  considerable  litigations  their  difficulties 
were  adjusted  and  the  two  opposing  businesses  wore  consolidated.

Philip  Albright  Small  and  Samuel  Small  of  York .Pennsylvania 
holding  tho  controlling  interests.

Oregon  furnace  was  operated  only  a  short  time  after  this 
consolidation.  The  equipment  was  moved  to  Ashland  Md.as  pig 
iron  could  he  manufactured  more  economically  here  with  tho 
freight  facilities  of  the  railroad  near  the  furnaces. 

The  Oregon  mines  were  continually  operated  and  oro  hauled 
from  mines  to  the  furnaces  at  Ashland  ta  distance  of  about  2-g- 
miles. by  teams  of  six  horses  or  mules.  : 

1848  a  second  stack  was  erected  at  Ashland  furnace,  which 
increased  the  weekly  product, to  150  to  200  tons  of  foundry

Both  stacks  of  the  furnaces  of  the  Ashland  Iron  gsmpany  TJorks 
are  now  in  blast  turning  out  daily  great  quantities  of  the  best 
quality  of  pig  iron  .drawing  every  eight  hours.lt  is  said  that 
the  furnaces  are  dfcing  better  than  it  has  ever  done  before, and 
as  the  company  has  accumulated  a  large  supply  of  raw  Eaterii^ 
there  will  probably  no  detention  for .some  time. 

The  celebrated  old  ,Volsh  founder  Thomas  Davis, now  has  charge 
of  the  stacks, which  may  account  for  the  success.”

George  Albright , -fifth  generation-moved  from  the  farm  owned  by 
the  Small  family  at  York  Penns ylvania, to  the  farm  owned  by  tho 
Ashland  Iron  Company, at  Oregon  8th  District .Baltimore  County 
Maryland  .about  2-|-. miles  we3t  of  Ashland  lid. where  he  not  only 
worked  the  farm  of  £65  acres  ,but  contracted  with  the  Ashland 
Iron  Company  to  transport  the  ore  Iffy  teams  from  their  mines 
at  Oregon  to  their  furnaces  at  Ashland  Md.  out  1854 
His  family  consisted  of  four  so  ns,  Clinton,  Mil ton,  Cyrus  and

Clinton  was  employed  by  his  f athor  as  teamster  to  transport  ore 
Scorn  the  mines  to  the  furnaces .Cyrus  and  Himan  word  omployed 
on  the  farm  and  Milton  was  employed  as  teamster  at  Marblevale 
Paper  Mill, at  Ashland  Md,to  transport  supplies  from  tho  railroad 
and  trnsport  the  finished  paper  products  to  be  shipped  from  the 
depot  at  Ashland  lid.  This  paper  mill,  was  about  £  mile  from  the 
dopot  and  was  owned  and  operated  by  William. H.Eoffman  &  Sons. 
Many  yoars  ago  Georgo  Albright  employed  a  faithful  .honest 
negro  .named  Peter  Gough.as  teamster  when  freighting  to  Pitts© 
burg  and  Philadelphia , Pa  from  Baltimore  Md.and  now  employed  him 
to  drive  one  of  the  teams  to  transport  the  ore  from  the  nines 
to  tho  furnaces.

George  Albright  was  a  rell  rugged  individual., honest, thrifty 
and  kindly  in  all  hia  dealings, He  was  a  kindly,  agree  able  neigh- 
bor  and  had  many  sincaro  frionds.To  provide  for  his  home  and 
family  was  his  first  consideration.  He  used  neither  intoxicating  , 
liquors .tobacco  or  profanity, and  always  set  an  excellent  exa¬ 
mple  of  Christian, upright  living  for  his  family  and  children. 

Kis  love  and  kindness  to  children  can  woll  be  remembered  by 
his  children  and  grandchildren.  f 

During  his  later  years  he  frequently  made  the  statement  "It 
has  been  about  150  years  since  my  ancestors  arrived  .in  America 
as  emigrants  from  Germany,!  am  glad  to  rGalizG  that  their 
descendants  have  all  become  such  good, loyal  American  citizens.”  t 
His  hobby  was  good  farming, and. the  crops  raised  on  his  farm 
proved  beyond  a  doubt  that  he  understood  his  work, His  success 
of  grafting  and  cultivating  fruit  trees  was  always  in  evidence 
His  live  stock  on  the  farm, was  always  woll  fed  and  in  fine 
condition.  '.Then  freighting  or  living  on  tho  farm, he  always 
had  a  dog, which  he  believed  to  be  mans  most  faithful  friend;
